Summary of Betws from the Far Gast. 


JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

By the present mail we have advices from this port to the 
25th March ; the French mail from London Jan. 31 arrived out 
on the 23rd March. The following items of news are from the 
Japan Mail :— 

Reports of a rising in Satsuma have given rise to much talk 
and surmise. We have excellent authority, however, for saying 
that they are absolutely without foundation. They seem to have 
originated in the return by the Costa Rica of the Go Shimpet, or 
Imperial Guard, lately disbanded in consequence of the adoption 
of the new army regulations which we recently published. The 
Imperial Gu: was composed of Satsuma and Chésiu men 
brought here in the summer of 1871. It has also been said that 
Saigo Kichinosuki has gone, or is to go, down to Satsuma to re- 
store order there. But this is equally unfounded. Saigo left 
Yedo some two months back, and has been quietly rusticating 
since that time. Private letters from well-informed persons 
living in the Satsuma province report that everything is quiet 
there. A story of Shimadzu Saburo having left Yedo with a 
large part of the Jo-i (anti-foreign) faction is also equally without 
foundation. 

“In addition to the special mission with regard to the Loochoo 
Islands with which Soyejima, the special envoy to Peking, is 
chao, we hear that he will endeavour to effect an alteration in 
the ty with China so as to secure Chinese neutrality in view 
of possible complications with Korea. General Le Gendre goes as 
secretary of the Embassy, and will, it is rumoured, remain at 
Peking as resident Minister. A Japanese Consul-General has 
been appointed to reside at Foochow. 

HLM. Chargé ides beg has issued a notification making the 
regulations and schedule of penalties issued by the Japanese 
Government as binding upon its subjects, binding > apaa 
British Bubjects, and we presume that the same course will be | 
adopted *by the other foreign representatives. In the regulation 
appended to the notification these words occur :—‘ upon con- 
viction*ffereof before any British Consular or other court,” &. 
The wording is doubtless intended to cover any question which 
might arise in regard to the courts respectively presided over by 
Mr. Hannen and Mr. Robertson. 

A somewhat singular case of robbery of the sum of $150 is re- 
ported. It appears that an engineer in Japanese employ engaged 
a jinrikisha to convey him from the foreign settlement to the 
native town. On arriving at the iron iy jinrikisha was 
discharged, and the engineer then missed his money. Circum- 





stances would seem to show that the money was stolen, but as 
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the affair will doutless be investigated, it is, perhaps, too early to 
make a direct charge. 

An attempt at burglary has been made on the P.M.S.S. Co.’s 
compound ; while Capt. Lane and the assistants in the office were 
at dinner, a thief entered the hall of the dwelling-house and stole 
a lap robe, a fur cap and coat, making off without detection. On 

‘the following night a most daring burglary was attempted, and 
the circumstances under which it was made would show that the 
burglar was well acquainted with the habits of those in the office, 
and the various entrances, while it would also seem that the 
business carried on by the company was well known, since it was 
only in the morning that a sum of nearly 810,000 was received 
from Yedo. As the momban was passing through the office he 
saw under a desk near the treasury something like a man. 
Stepping nearer he found that a man was hidden, and was about 
to seize hin when he jumped up, and rushing through the door in 
the counter, opened the front door and made his escape. Upon in- 
vestigation it was discovered that the burglar had already suc- 
ceeded in breaking the lock of the first door of the treasury, 
though it is certain he could not have progressed further even 
had he been possessed of a suit of the most approved burglar’s 
tools. The treasury is entered by a thin iron door, only intended 
as an additional safeguard against fire; and inside this again is 
a Herring’s safe, itself impervious to both fire and thieves, and in 
this the money, amounting ag 24 to $12,000, was placed. The 
daring nature of the burglary is, perhaps, its most interesting 
feature, and we hope that, in the interesta of the public, the 
authorities will make every effort to discover and punish the 
culprit. 

A. south wind, which had been blowing with tt strength 
for some days, culminated on the 2lst March ing severe gale, 
sweeping the dust in clouds in every direction, and smothering 
those whom necessity forced into the streets. No damage of any 
great importance was done, but in many places palings and trees 
were blown down. Afloat we have heard of only one accident, 
in which a boat containing an ale ee and four Japanese was 
caught in a squall and capsized. e accident was, fortunately, 
at once perceived, and the men, who would have soon found it 
impossible to battle against the sea and wind, were immediately 
reacued from their dangerous position.

TIENTSIN. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Trantsin, Feb. 10, 1873. 

There has been much dissatisfaction shown here upon a sub- 
ject to which I have already alluded, viz. the annual charge 
for registration of residents at the Treaty ports. I think it very 
unjust to have to pay $5 every year. I maintain it would 
serve the purpose to have the residents bring their registration 
gine! to H.B.M. Consulate with the words written across it by 

.B.M. Consul, “ Renewed for 1873,” without any fee ; but at 
present every resident is obliged to take out a new certificate, 
and pay $5 for same. Take the average number of residents at 
all the Treaty ports at thirty, and ten ports 300, at $5, Mexican, 
$1,500 ; Shanghai, say 1,500 residents, at $5, Mexican, $7,500 » 
making a total of Mexican $9,000. Now, where does this amount 
goto? I think it is wrong to raise such a sum in this way, fora 
passport in England with a good deal of matter printed and 
written on it is only charged 5s., or $1, which would be ample 
to charge us here. Every one at the Treaty ports feels this a 
great grievance ; I most certainly do. Major Crossman’s sweep- 
ing opinion of the ports he visited has made people very irate 
against him, for he is far from correct in many of his statements. 
Tientsin, he says, only possesses four English merchants. Even 
in his time there were more, for instance, J. Livingston and Co., 
J. Hanna, Messrs. Sassoon, Messrs. T. Platt and Co., J. Hen- 
cezson, J. Cox, P. Laen and Co., and Messrs. Trautmann and 
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must be between Tientsin and Chefoo, a farfetched idea ; he surely 
meant Taku and Tientsin. Why should he exclude our good 
missionaries from the English residents? are the ministers ex- 
cluded at home from the communities they live amongst, cer- 
tainly not. His remarks about Hong Kong are impracticable 
and foolish ; with a little care his evidence can be picked to pieces 
very well and be of little value. Why single out men like him 
to give an opinion about Consulate matters—a man of little or 
no experience about China matters at all? Mr. Mongan, our 
Consul here, is anything but pleased with Crossmann’s evidence. 
T lived at Ningpo in 1864, and there were eight or nine men of 
high principle—good men of business—who did not live by get- 
ting transit passes for Chinese, as he asserts. I lived in 
Hankow in 1869 and 1870, and he is wrong in many of his 
remarks about that place. Business is “alniost suspended, 
being so near the Chinese New Year, which is on the 29th inst. 
Steamers will be here the beginning of March.  Tientsin is 
about to lose two of its old residents and men who have for the 
past ten years laboured hard as missionaries—Rev. Mr. Hall and 
Rev. Jonathan Lees. They go home with the best wishes of the 
community, and it is to be hoped that a rest from their labours 
for a time will prove beneficial to their health, and enable them 
in two years to return and work in this great mission-field. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 28th 
March ; the P. and O, mail from London Feb. 7 arrived out on 
the 23rd March. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :-— 

A Court of Enquiry into the loss of the 8. 8S. N. Co.’s steamer 
Kiangloong was held on the 18th March, before the president 
and directors of the company, Captain Andrews, of the P. and O. 
Company’s steamer Avoca, and Captain Newell, of the P. M. 
Company’s steamer Ariel, sitting as assessors. The Court finds 
that the Aiangloong was lost on an unknown rock in the mid- 
channel ; that the accident was due to an unprecedentedly low 
state of the water ; that no blame attaches to the officers of the 
steamer ; but that great praise is due to them for the promptitude 
and zeal shown after the accident. The Court also recommends 
that the Chinese official of the district be thanked for the assist- 
ance he gave. 

We are glad to publish a letter from the Chamber of Commerce 
to the Foreign-oftice, asking that Shanghai may be made a port 
of registry for British ships. The necessity for this step, in view 
of the increasing number of British-owned ships plying on the 
China coast, was urged in the //erald in June last ; aia we have 
reason to believe that the Board of Trade only await a request 
by the Chamber of Commerce to sanction the scheme. From a 
list which accompanies the Chamber’s letter, it appears that twenty 
steamers, eighteen sailing ships, and thirty lorchas, sailing from 
Shanghai under the British flag, are owned by individuals or 
companies connected with Shanghai. 

A Peking correspondent writes that the following changes are 
likely shortly to occur in the British consular services :—Messrs. 
Davenport (Peking), Oxenham (Hankow), Harvey (Newchwang), 
and Scott (Swatow) will go home on furlough. Mr. M‘Clatchie 
is likely to go from Shanghai to Hankow. Mr. Watters (Foo- 
chow) to Tientsin, and Mr. Giles from Tientsin to Foochow. 
Mr. Parkes from Hankow to Kiukiang, and new men from 
Peking will go down to Hankow and Shanghai. Several hun- 
dred labourers are putting the stone road between Peking and 
Tung-chow in repair, widening and levelling and smoothing it, 
to be in readiness for the Emperor's visit to the Tung-ling, 240 
li east of the city, on the 5th of the 3rd month (Ist April). The 
Peking Gazettes contain several interesting memorials relating to 
the Emperor’s accession. 

We hear that the steamer Daybreak has been transferred by 
Messrs. George Barnett and Co. to the C. M.S. N. Co. Sheis 
this morning advertised for despatch to Tientain. The pur- 
chase-money is said to be Tls. 100,000. We are informed that 
she will carry 18,000 piculs on fourteen feet draught, and attain 
a moderate speed. She is commanded by Captain R. Gibbon, 
late of the Fuhle. 

The Land List which is annually published by Her Britannic 
Majesty’s Consulate has been issued. The total area of land 
registered is 8,192 mow; of which 1,641 mow are covered by 
European houses, 1,058 mow by Chinese houses, 3,697 mow are 
returned as vacant, while 1,619 mow registered »t the British 
Consulate, but situated in the American se ..|sment, are not 
classified. 

Among the arrivals by French mail we notice that of Mr. E. 
McKean, late of H.B.M.’s Consular Service. He has accepted, 
we understand, an appointment in the Peking College, as 
teacher of English, and will proceed to Peking at once, to take 
it up. The present incumbent, Mr. O’Brien, formerly of H.M.’s 
Consular Service, joins the Customs staff. 

Mr. Davenport, who has been lately acting as Chinese Secre- 
tary of Legation at Peking, is named as a probable successor to 
Mr, Alabaster in the Shanghai Vice-Consulate. 

The Asiatic Society fave held a meeting at their rooms, Papers 
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~ereread on “The Early History of Shanghai,” by Mr. Schmidt, 
“fad on the “Legend of Wen-Wang, the Founder of the Dynasty 
of Chows in China,” by Mr. Kingsmill. 

Wilson, the seaman of the 3.8. Craigforth, who was charged 
with causing the death of one of his comrades, has been tried for 
the offence and acquitted. 

Much anxiety is felt regarding the captain of the lorcha Man- 
darin, which has been missing for some time. She was last seen 
about ten days 96°; near Woosung, assumedly on her return 
voyage from Chinkeang to Shanghai ; but she has not come into 

rt, and it is feared that the crew, who were Fohkien men, may. 
hiss murdered the master in order to carry off the vessel and 
some $500 or $600 he had on board. It has since been reported 
that a vessel answering her description has been seen passing 
Chinhai southward. A Chinese gunboat has gone out to look 
after her. 

The annual meeting of members of the Gymnasium has 
been held. The accounts show a balance in hand of $1,003.42. 
Messrs. Stephenson, Mackenzie, Provand, Grose, and Schultz 
(Secretary), were elected a committee for the ensuing year. It 
was resolved to hold an Athletic Sports meeting in May. 

The annual meeting of members of the Rowing Club has been 
held. The accounts show a balance in hand of Tls. 595.07, be- 
sides 291.06 standing to the credit of the removal fund. It was 
mentioned that the owner of the land on which the lower boat- 
house is built has given notice that it must be removed at the 
end of 1874, and that a new site must therefore be found. It 
was decided that no useful action could be taken until the result 
of the Bunding scheme was finally known, and the matter was 
therefore left to the new committee. Messrs. R. W. Little (cap- 
tain), Caldbeck, Glass, Stephenson, and Schuffenhauer were 
elected a committee for the ensuing year. A scratch regatta will 
be held in the spring as usual. 

The annual meeting of the Cricket Club has also been held. 
The accounts show a balance in hand of Tis. 1.26, with 
outstandings of Tis. 320. This, however, as the expenses of 
the club during the past year were unusually heavy, and it had 
lately to pay oF large arrears of rent, is regarded as satisfactory. 
It was resolved to obtain estimates and collect subscriptions for 
building a larger dressing room to the pavilion ; and to collect 
one taelfrom each playing member to meet current petty expenses. 
Messrs. Groom (President), Case, Duval, Fitegerald, earn, My- 
burgh, and Souper were elected a committee for the ensuing 
year. 

The following items of intelligence are from the Courier :— 

A few nights since, while the tugboat Fusle was at anchor, 
with lights up, between the beacon and the lightship, she was 
run into by a large outward-bound junk, sailing at about seven 
knots, and had her stem partly carried away, and her port bow 
very badly damaged. The junk was also injured, and anchored 
two miles from the Fuhle. As soon as the latter got steam up 
she went alongside the junk, and this morning towed her into 
harbour, where she will remain pending a settlement of claims. 
Captain Tucker, accompanied by Mr. Barr, chief carpenter of 
Her Majesty's ship Cadmus, at the instance of Her Majesty’s 
Consul, held a survey, and the damages to the Fuhle are esti- 
mated to cost some Tls. 700 or Tls. 800. 

From Soochow we learn that the native magistrates are be- 
coming more obstructive towards foreigners than ever, and that, 
as a natural consequence, the people show an unwonted degree of 
bitterness and insolence towards foreigners. 

It is announced that the offices of H.M. consulate will, on the 
31st March, be removed from the temporary buildings erected 
for them after the destruction of the consulate by fire at Christ- 
mas, 1870, to the new consular buildings which have just been 
completed. 

. Morel has resigned his position as chairman of the French 
Municipal Council. Perhaps we may get some explanation of 
the reasons for this step when the epitome of the minutes of 
the Council’s meetings are published six months hence. 

The steamer Jungting, which arrived from Hankow on the 
2lst March, reports the wreck of the Avangloong still visible 
above water, but the water rising so rapidly that she must soon 
be swept from her resting place into deep water. 





HONG KONG., 

Our advices extend to the 3rd April; the French mail from 
London, Feb. 14, was received on the 27th March, The follow 
ing items are from the Overland China Mail :-— 

Thep.gqrdinary half-yearly meeting of the Union Insuranc 
Compas hi.as been held— Mr. Pyke in the chair. The following 
report was presented and taken as read :— 

The directors have the pleasure to present to the sharelrolders the 
fourth half-yearly report on the business of the suciety to the 31st 
December, 1872, showing at that date a balance at credit of $202,652.34, 
in addition to the sums of $250,000 representing the puid-up capital of 
the society, and $250,000 the amount of its reserve fund. From the 
annexed balanco sheet it will be seen that the net premium col- 
lected from the Ist July to the 31st December amounts to 
$255,652.88. The claims for the six months amount to $21,565.18 
in respect of risks taken during the year 1871, and 
$182,451.55 for account of the year 1872, making a total of 
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$204,016.73. The net premium earned since, viz., from 1st January to 
15th inst., may be fairly estimated at $60,000, The directors regret to 
say that the claims paid since the 31st December last, and the further 
losses to date, as far as can be ascertained, are estimated at the unusually 
large sum of $154,071.70, which includes total losses per Serica, Lulla 
Rookh, and E. A. Oliver. Under these circumstances the directors think 
it advisable to declare an interim dividend of not more that $200 per 
share, which will absorb a sum of $50,000, a further amount of $25,000 
being set apart for apportionment hereafter amongst contributing share- 
Roldan in comformity with the provisions of the Articles of Ausoela: 
ion. 

At the meeting the report and accounts were passed, and the 
interim dividend of $200 per share, proposed by the directors, 
was sanctioned. 

A meeting of the shareholders of the Chinese insurance Com- 
pany (Limited) was held on the 28th March, Mr. R. Belilios in 
the chair. The motion for the adoption of the report (which we 
published in our last issue) was carried unanimously. Messrs. 
McDouall, André, Geary, and Seaman were elected as directors, 
and Messrs. Hughes and Nicase as auditors. The meeting has 
also been held of the Indo-Chinese Sugar Company, of which the 
report was likewise published in our last issue. The report and 
accounts were adopted after some discussion, and the directors 
and auditors were elected in accordance with the report. 

One or two cases of interest have been heard in the Summary 
Jurisdiction Court. One of them was a suit by Sew Yuen, a 
ship’s compradore, against Sergeant George Pickford, who had 
charge of the Police Mess, for $25, The Mess owed the plain- 
tiff $50 and some cents, and when he presented his bill he was 
paid in two $25 notes ; one of these notes, the plaintiff alleged, 
was a uy and the question was who should suffer for the 
loss. The plaintiff swore that the note in question was given 
him by the defendant. The defendant, on the other hand, could 
not be certain whether he gave it or not ; but he contended that 
the plaintiff ought to have returned it sooner, if one of the 
notes he gave him really wasa forgery. He paid him on the 6th 
inst., and nothing was said of it until the 8th. his Honour gave 
judement for the plaintiff. The forged note, which is on the 

ong Kong and Shanghai Bank, is remarkably well executed ; 
the signatures of Messrs. V. Kresser and E. R. Smith are imitated 
with great exactness. The only defects are the thinness of the 
paper, and a mistake in the date, which is given as 26th Dec., 
1891. ; 

The other case of interest was an action brought by Ip-choo- 
sow against Captain Rayner, of the steamer Coguet, for loss of 
luggage and return of passaye-money. The plaintiff stated that 
he and seven or eight others took passage in the defendant’s 
steamer at Saigon for Hong Kong, but shortly after he had em- 
barked the captain tied him and Tis comrades up, and they were 
afterwards taken into custody by the French police. In the 
meantime the steamer left, he therefore lost both passage and 
luggage. It appeared, however, that when the plaintiff and his 
comrades were taken by the police their luggage was sent ashore, 
and the plaintiff eventually admitted, tudor cross-examination, 
that he was given his boxes and things at the police station when 
they were released, but that, as he ought to have had more, he re- 
fused to take them. His Honour gave judgment for the defendant. 
The plaintiff and his comrades were, we believe, taken into cus- 
tody because he tried to go on board when the steamer was over- 
crowded, 

Judgment has been given in the libel case “ Overbury v. Bell.” 
Stated in brief the case amounted to this :—Certain comments 
were made by the Dai/y Press upon the system under which 
Captain Overbury conducted the Sailors’ Home. These com- 
ments were assumed by the plaintiff to be or embody libellous 
charges against him personally. The jury returned a verdict for 
the plaintiff for one dollar damages and one dollar costs. One 
result of the letters and articles, and the trial, has been that the 
post of Superintendent of the Sailors’ Home has been abolished 
altogether, and Captain Overbury has gone home. 

A robbery, which has excited some attention, has been com- 
mitted on board H.M.S. Thuliu. The person, named Sanders, 
from whom the money was takeun—some £94—holds the 
position of messman on board the ship ; the prisoner holds the 
position of naval schoolmaster, and for some days past has been 
assisting the messman to make up his books, so that he had 
obtained a knowledge of where Sanders generally kept his cash- 
box, On the evening of the robbery, Barber (the prisoner), 
having ascertained that the messman was not going on shore, 
desired him to retain a sampan alongside the ship, while he ran 
below on some excuse. Thus having fixed Sendors as he 
thought, for a few minutes, he took a casual survey of the 
saloon, in which the messman has a cabin, and then 
entered it, carefully shutting the door. This was observed 
by Sub-Lieut. Cresswell, who had escaped observation from 
the fact of his having laid down in his bunk. Thinking the 
man’s actions curious, he lay still, and presently saw him come 
out in a suspicions manner, but, of course, had no idea of what 
he had been doing. Before leaving the ship he (Barber) concealed 
£74 in gold behind the seamen’s library, where it was afterwards 
found, the remainder of the money, nearly all English silver, he 
took on shore with him, but with respect to this he seems to have 
become fearful, for it has been found out that he dropped it over- 
board just before landing. A part of it has been recovered, sume 
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£5, and the rest is being sought by the police. Barber was 
arrested on shore and has ibeen setitenced by Court Martial to 
two years’ imprisonment and to dismissal from the service. 

A daring robbery took place a few nights ago, just after dark, 
in the harbour, not a great distance from shore. It appears 
that a cargo boat was taking some opium (the value of £1,000) 
to a vessel in harbour, when a boat, containing some ten or 
twelve men, went on board the cargo boat and stole it away, in 
doing which one man was severely hurt. It is supposed they 
were pirates, as they had a very fast boat. Police boats chased 
her, but she could not be overtaken. H.M.S. Ringdove has gone 
out to look after the culprits. 

It is satisfactory to note that the Harbour-master’s report for 
1872 shows a very | increase in the shipping returns of the 
colony as compared with preceding years. e intercostal trade 
would appear to have furnished the bulk of the figures which 
make up the increase, and this points to the advancing import- 
ance of the colony in its true status of a depot for the home and 
Chinese trades. It would, however, be erroneous to assume that 
this points exclusively to a development of what is termed the 
foreign-going trade of the sa Much of the cargo brought 
by the steamers and sailing vessels which run between the treaty 

rts and Hong Kong is destined for Canton. But we are quite 
justified in assuming that a large proportion comes fairly under 
the head of eral ocean freight, and that the increase of ship- 
ping does ly represent an increase of business favourable not 
only to the native merchants but to foreigners also. 

We regret to learn that the dismissal of both an European and 
Chinese employé in a Government department has been rendered 
necessary by the discovery of certain i ities. We refrain 
however, from mentioning names until they are duly published 
in a Government notification. 

The Rev. Dr. Legge has preached his farewell sermon to the 
congregation assembled in Union Church, when he handed over 
the pastoral charge to the Rev. J. Lamont. Dr. Legge has since 
taken his departure from the colony. 

The fine of $500 imposed on the captain of the Charles Albert, 
eh igs up coolie gratings on board his ship, has been amended 
to $200.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 10th 
April ; the P. and O. mail, from London March 7, arrived out 
on the 7th April. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

There have been several-meetings of the Legislative Council, 
but nothing of importance has been achieved. The Council has 
been busy considering the Bill to reconstitute the Courts of the 
Colony, which is still in committee. One thing the Council has 
done, and that is to overrule the opinion of the Bacratary of State 
for the Colonies on the question of appointing a superin- 
tendent of prisons, who will also have charge of Singapore 
jel, a matter in which it would naturally be supposed 

1 Kimberley had better facilities for forming an opinion 
than our residents, with merely their local knowledge to judge 
from. However, one unofficial member of Council proposed and 
another seconded a resolution, that the Council believed such an 
officer absolutely necessary under the new prison discipline, and 
the motion was carried unanimously. It is reported, however, that 
Earl Kimberley will adhere firmly to the position he has taken, 
and will refuse to sanction the appointment made by the 
Governor in accordance with this resolution. Sir William 
Hackett, the Judge of Penang, and the Honourable F. S. 
Brown, came up in the Agamemnon to take part in the discussion 
of the Courts Bill, and the criminal sessions here, fixed for the 
7th, have been ray sees to the 16th, to enable the Chief Justice 
to take part in the Council proceedings upon this most important 
measure. 

The Netherlands Indian Government have very precipitately 
declared war sgsinst the Sultan of Atchin, almost immediately 
after the arrival of the Dutch Commissioner, who presented an 
ultimatum, the terms of which have not been made public. The 
main ca of the expedition followed shortly after war had 
been declared, but we have heard no more of -it than that the 
town of Atchin was bombarded at the outset by the Dutch war 
steamers then present. H.M.S. Hornet has been sent over from 
Penang to the scene of hostilities to look after British interests. 
A Government Gazette Extraordinary was issued here, immedi- 
ately after the information was received, containing a proclama- 
tion prohibiting the export of arms and munitions of war from 
ae Ae of the Settlements to Atchin. 

M.S. Zebra, the Hon. Captain Dennison, after a lengthened 
stay on this station, has at last left us for Hong Kong, where we 
learn Captain Dennison will take command of H.M.S. Adventure, 
the Zebra’s crew peng transferred to that vessel. The Zebra 
herself will be sold, and as she is a good roomy vessel, she ought 
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to fetch a good price. Captain Dennison made himself ver = 
popular here, officially and socially, pone himself a good officer 
and an urbane, genial gentleman, and his departure is a sensible 

loss to the society of the place. 

There has been quite a number of official changes lately. Mr. 
H. F. Plow, having enough to do as registrar-general, has re- 
signed the post of private secretary to his Excellency the Go- 
vernor, and clerk of councils. Lieutenant Ord is now private secre- 
tary, and Mr. E. A. Irving clerk of councils. There is a report 
that Mr. C. E. Velge, late acting chief clerk to the Supreme 
Court, will succeed Mr. Gottlieb in the istracy here. Mr. 
D. F. A. Hervey, recently acting police magistrate at Malacca, 
has returned to his duties as chief clerk. : 

A gang robbery, attended with murder, committed during the 
fortnight in High-street, has occasioned no little excitement, the 
victims being the owner and inmates of a money-changer’s shop, 
two of whom died next day in the hospital, and two more were 
more or less injured. The perpetrators were a body of armed 
Chinese, who, after knocking down and brutally beating the 
Klings with bludgeons, robbed the shop of about $700, and then 
endeavoured to set fire to the place by means of pes paper 
and Chinese crackers. Eight men have been committed for trial 
at the Criminal Sessions, charged with being members of the 

ang. In addition to this, there have been a great number of 
3 laries and larcenies of late ; a European ship chandler’s store 
has been broken into by excavating a large hole through a brick 
wall eighteen inches or two feet thick, but the thieves must have 
been disturbed, as but a small quantity of property was missing. 

From Penang we learn that the disturbances at Laroot be- 
tween the two factions of Chinese still continue, and the Gazette 
says they have now begun a war of extermination against the 
natives, either killing or making prisoners of all they can catch, 
whether Kings or Malays. The same paper also understands 
that there are several armed junks waiting at Penang to go to 
Perak, and will go whenever they escape the vigilance of the police. 
A meeting of the residents was held on the 3rd inst., at which a 
resolution was passed, confirming a resolution at a previous meet- 
ing, that $20,000 of the Beach-street Fund be devoted to build- 
ing a Town-hall, and the other $10,000 be given to the Chinese 
to build a hall for themselves. An amendment was proposed, 
that the whole $30,000 be applied to a Town-hall, for die use of 
all the residents, of whatever nation, race, or creed, but such a 
cosmopolitan idea did not meet with the approval of the meet- 
ing, and the amendment went to the wall.

IMPORTS. 

Hanxow.—The fortnight had been a very quiet one, and gales of all 
descriptions were considerably below the average usual at the time of 
year. Advices from the country continued unsatisfactory, and in con- 
sequence dealers showed little disposition to add to their stocks. 

SHANGHAI.—The advices from every quarter during the week had 
been most unsatisfactory. There had been no trade going on at any of 
the outports, nor much inquiry, and, as a consequence, the transactions 
on this market had been few and unimportant. The natives stated as 
the reason that the rapid advance in the prices of Shirtings and one or 
two other staple articles which took place here about Chinese New-Year 
time, had frightened the consumers, but if there be any truth in this, it 
is only reasonable to infer now that rates had again become lower, that 
confidence will soon be restored, and business resumed. White Shirt- 
ings, fine 7 to 8 Ibs. T-Cloths, and H.H. Scarlet Long Ells, were the 
only articles for which anything like a healthy demand had existed, and 
these alone had commanded previous rates. Nearly every other textile 
showed a decline in value. Metals: Quiet and business small. Coals : 
Sales to considerable extent at an advance on previous rates. Quota- 
tions from ship :—Cardiff, Tls. 12.50; English, Tls. 11.50 ; American, 
Tis. 10.50 per ton nominal. 

Foochow—Sales had been: T-Cloths, 7 Iba. 3,700 pieces, at $2.02 to 
2.60 per piece, according to quality. 

Hone Kono.—The only arrival with manufactured goods, besides the 
mail steamer, had been the Patroclus from Liverpool. The market had 
not been so active during the fortnight and prices in the early part of 
the period remained steady, holders being firm for higher rates, but 
towards the close there had been more disposition shown to meet the 
market with some classes of goods, and in these instances prices were 
weaker. The general tone of the market however was steady. Cotton 
Yarns had received comparatively little attention ; Nos. 16 to 24 were 
pretty firmly held, but buyers would not pay former prices. Sales of 
Nos. 28 to 32 and 38 to 42 difficult to effect. Piece Goods : Moderate 
transactions, but no material changes in prices. 71b. Grey S*rtings in 
steady demand, and wanted “ to arrive ;"” 8.41b. fairly bought, but at 
the close dealers holding off. White Shirtings : Common counts only 
saleable, and these at lower rates. T-Cloths : 7 lb. Mexicans in demand, 
but other weights receiving but little attention. Drills of all makes 
hard to place. Woollens: Less demand for Long Ells, and neither 
Scarlet or Assorted kinds could be placed at former figures. Camleta 
not much wanted, and Lastings neglected. English Spanish Stripes and 
Blankets quoted at a decline. Metals: All articles under this head 
moderately dealt in, and prices generally well maintained. Coals 
quieter, notwithstanding that importers were declining to sell in hopes 
of maintaining prices, Rice: Importations of foreign grain haying

been smaller of late, and the reports concerning the weather in the 
interior being unfavourable, native dealers had shown more anxiety to 
buy, and prices were 10 to 15 cents dearer. 

Batavia.—There had been but little alteration in the position of the 
market for Cotton Goods. The indications of improvement in demand 
had disappeared, the impoverished state of the natives restricting their 
purchasos to very trifling quantities. Until the Rice crop is gathered 
and realised no improvement was looked for. In quotations there had 
been no change. 

Sincapore.—Mesars, Boustead and Co. report as follows :—The ar- 
rivals with general cargoes are the Russia, Drummond Castle, and 
Canton, steamers, from London, and the Agamemnon, steamer, from 
Liverpool. The demand for Piece Goods has been very limited during 
the fortnight, and the market closes quiet, with a tendency to lower 
prices, holders being anxious to make sales. 39-inch Grey Shirtings ; 
84 lb. in fair request at $2.50, holders being still willing to accept that 
price ; stock small ; 7 lb. taken at $2.10 to $2.124, sales chiefly at the 
higher quotation ; 6 lb. quiet, at $1.90 to $1.924; stock very low. 
45,nch not in any request. 32-inch T-Cloths: A fair amount of busi- 
ness, chiefly in 6 lbs., transacted, but holders showing a disposition to 
press sales, prices had declined to a small extent, and at the close the 
demand had become very quiet ; 5 lbs. taken at $1.30, 6 lbs. at $1.574 
to $1.60, and 7 lbs. at $1.774 to $1.80; no inquiry for light weights. 
Grey Yarn: 40’s scarce, and sales effected at $130 ; considerable arrivals 
expected ; 30's dull at $1074 to $110; little doing in 18 to 24’s, the 
demand having fallen off. T.R. Yarn: Full weight met with good in- 
quiry, and sales of favourite chops readily effected ; hardly anything was 
done in 10 lbs. and other descriptions. Dark Green Yarn in fair request 
at $90. Woollens: Camlets saleable at $18 to $19 for Assorted, and 
$19 to $20 for Scarlet ; Long Ellsin limited demand at $8.50 for 12 Ib. 
Scarlet ; small sales of Bombazettes; Lastings quieter, but without 
change in prices. Iron : Very little business done, and prices unchanged. 
Lead: Dull and in no inquiry, last sale of L.B. $63, of common at $64. 

Penano.—The fortnight had been a very dull one in this market, 
and business had been limited at last quotations. The Dutch Govern- 
ment having declared war against Acheen, the native traders to that 
country were out of the market ; consequently, business was very much 
restricted.

EoocHow.—The teamen were making preparations as usual for their 
departure up country. 

Amoy.—Nothing of interest has transpired. 

Canton.—The weather, although dry, was fairly favourable to the 
new leaf.

SuanoHal.— More activity was discernible on this market during the 
_ early part of the fortnight, and buyers were found for Blue Elephants 
at 4724; Yellow Elephants at Tls. 4524; Nos. 2 and 3 Golden 
Lions at Ta. 4824 and 4624 respectively ; and Grasshoppers at Tls. 4974; 
but towards the close there had been less enquiry, and nearly the whole 
of the business done had been in Re-reels, the common and medium 
descriptions of which were from Tis. 20 to 30 lower, while the best were 
held for former rates. Blue Elephants were reported to have been dealt 
in at Tls. 460. Settlements and Re-exports for the fortnight, Chinas, 
850 bales. Total settlements since lst June, 55,100 bales; against 
1872, 48,700 bales ; 1871, 32,200 bales. Comparative unsold stock on 
this market, 26th March, 1873, 600 bales ; 1872, 300 bales; 1871, 
700 bales. 

Canton.—Small settlements had been made from time to time, the 
business of the fortnight comprising 125 bales Tsatlee and 10 bales 
Loongkong. Prices were weak, and stocks were—500 bales Tsatlee, 20 
bales Loongkong, 100 piculs Cumchuck and Lacklow, and 300 piculs in- 


ferior descriptions. 
STRAITS PRODUCE. 

Srncapore.—Tin, during the early part of the fortnight, was in fair 
demand, and about 1,700 piculs were taken, principally for England, at 
$36.80 to $37. Latterly. there had been no inclination to buy, and for 
stock 1,250 piculs, no offers were being made ; dealers asked $36.874 to 
374. Gambier had been in active demand, and during the fortnight 
about 1,900 tons had been contracted for at $4.60 to 4.724, prices closing 
very firm at the higher quotation. Black Pepper very quiet, and the 
only transaction reported was 2,000 piculs for the Continent at $13.55, 
which may be considered the nominal value. White Pepper had been 
coming freely to market, and sales of about 2,000 piculs reported, clos- 
ing rates being $204 for Rhio, and $214 for Singapore. 

PeXgy.—The market fur produce had remained very quiet, and 
transactions had been limited. Prices generally were unaltered ; the 
only article in which any quotable change was noticeable being Tin, 
for which after departure of last mail the market opened firm at 
$36.30 and advanced to $36.50. Upon receipt of less favourable ad- 
vices from Europe rates declined to $354, but shortly afterwards reco- 
vered to $35.60 to 35.65, at which the market closed quiet.

PRESBYTERIAN MISSIONS IN CHINA AND 
JAPAN. : 


The first annual missionary meeting in connection with the London 
Presbytery of the United Presbyterian Church was held last week in 
Albion Church, London-wall, Mr. Samuel Stitt in the chair. 

After the opening remarks of the chairman, and the reading of 
the report, the Rey. Dr. Morrison addressed the meeting on the 
proposed mission to Japan. He said he did not expect that the 

roposal would at once be received by all without difficulty, but he 

lieved that, on fuller knowledge and reflection, it would be generally 
and cordially entered into. Progress is the law of life. When a plant 
has ceased to grow it has begun todecay. We ought indeed to see that 
our existing missions, such as those to India and China, be strengthened 
and consolidated ; but that is not inconsistent with the extending of 
our efforts with increasing resources to other places. If any new 
mission can be at present undertaken by us, none is more 
worthy than a mission to Japan. The country is in a hopeful 
and critical condition of change. The door long shut has teen 
opened. And is every new thing to be introduced but the Gospel ? 
Is everybody to press in except the missionary? There are, in- 
deed, great difficultics in the way. Christianity has been an object 
of bitter dislike, on account mainly of the political intrigues of the 
Jesuits, with whose system it has been identified ; but the people, being 
open-minded and impressible, will not refuse to recognise a better form 
of Christianity when it shows itself, and we ought, even for the honour 
of our outraged religion and of a misrepresented Christ, to send the 
Gospel in its purity to them without delay. Even if toleration did not 
yet exist it would be our duty to sow the good seed, as the enemy in 
the parable sowed the tares, stealthily by night ; but it would appear 
that religious liberty has at last been granted, a telegram from Hong 
Kong of the 14th March, being in there terms :—‘ The withdrawal of 
the edicts against Christianity in Japan is confirmed.” The door, then, 
seems wide open, and shall we not enter in by it, hearing in all the 
circumstances the cry, ‘Come over and help us”? Approved of by 
the Mission Board, and fortified by a list of preliminary subscriptions 
amounting to the splendid sum of upwards of £9,000, the scheme will 
no doubt be formally accepted by the Synod at its meeting in Edin- 
burgh in a few days. Other Churches are preparing to enter upon the 
work, and there is reason to hope that Japan may ere long answer in its 
spiritual condition to the deepest meaning of its poetical name, “Sun- 
born,” being born of the “Sun of Righteousness” arising upon it with 
healing under its wings. 

The Rev. Dr. Fraser then gave a detailed account of the China Mis- 
sion of the English Présbyterian Church. An idea, he said, of the very 
large extent of that mission in proportion to the size of the Church 
could be gained from the fact that £9,000 was expended last year, only 
£2,000 of which was received from Scotland. There were thirteen 
missionaries in the field sent from this country, three of their number 
being doctors of medicine. To these were associated some forty or fifty 
native labourers, The churches on the mainland were confined to two 
districts—Amoy and Swatow. Several congregations were o i 
with elders and deacons, and some had been attempting a little self- 
support. The island of Formosa had been the scene of a wonderful 
work of God’s grace within the last two or three years. The whole 
island had been taken possession of, and the stations could be multiplied 
sevenfold if missionaries could be found to take posseasion of them. 
The adult communicants in Amoy, Swatow, and formosa, num- 
bered in all between 1,600 and 1,700, and the attendance at 
public worship was about 3,600. The only drawback was the 

ack of labourers. At the last meeting of Synod scarcely anything 
was said about money, but the difficulty in getting men for this 
great work. Why, Dr. Fraser asked, was the spirit of aggression in the 
Church, with all its advantages, so languid and low? When the Pres- 
byterian Churches in England were “rolled into one,” and became one 
Presbyterian Church, which would be very soon—(cheers)—then it 
would be very pleasant for the missionaries of the United and English 
Presbyterian Churches to meet with one another and feel they were 
serving the same Church. They had a regular Presbytery in aoe. and 
the Chinese knew what worked well. Speaking of the <droaching 
union, Dr. Fraser said what he meant by union was a real union— 
thorough, fraternal, loyal, or not at all. What would interest one 
would interest the other, and if there was any rivalry it would be to 
see who could do most for the Master. He did not know where a 
Christian enterprise of modern times could be found in the form of 
foreign missions which had been better conducted and better manned 
for its size and the time it had been in operation, and which had brought 
forth greater fruit to the glory of God, than the China Mission of the 
English Presbyterian Church. When the union took place he thought 
they would do well to cast the interest of their united work into the 
mission-fields uf India and China, for J apan was a kind of appendage. 
It would be a blessed thing if the missionary spirit kindled within the 


ona stirred them up to do more than in'the past for the heathens at

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY. 
GLEDSTANES AND CO. 

On the 2nd inst. an adjourned motion was made on behalf of Messrs, 
Dewhurst and Co., commission agents of Manchester and London, for 
leave to prove against the estates of Messrs. Gledstanes and Co., and 
Messrs. Leggatt and Co., for a sum of £2,600, representing a balance 
claimed to be due from both firms in respect of gouds purchased on 
their joint account from or through Messrs. Dewhurst and Co. 

After hearing the arguments of counsel, Mr. Registrar Brougham said 
it appeared that Mr. Clement Leggatt had ordered goods from Dew- 
hurst and Co. for shipment to Leggatt and Co., of Bombay, Dewhurst 
and Co. drawing upon Gledstanes and Co. for the invoiced price of the 
goods, the proceeds of which were remitted from Bombay specifically to 
cover the acceptances given in payment by Messrs. Gledstanes and Co. 
The transaction was a joint adventure between Clement Leggatt and 
Gledstanes and Co. ; but as it afterwards appeared that the goods were 
purchased on behalf of Leggatt and Co., and were shipped to them at 
Bombay, the Court was of opinion that Messrs. Dewhurst and Co. had 
established their right to prove against both the joint estates. They 
must, however, elect out of which estate they would take their dividend, 


TEA ADULTERATION. 

On the 6th instant, at a meeting of the City Commission of Sewers 
at Guildhall, Dr. Letheby, the Medical Officer of Health for the City, 
reported that his attention had been recently directed to the public 
sale in the City of London of 1,000 boxes of adulterated green tea. He 
at once proceeded to the sale rooms in Mincing-lane, where the tea was 

ing sold by auction, but failing to get authentic samples, he went to 
the bonded warehouses in Upper Thames-street, and obtained them 
there. On returning to the rooms he found that the whole of the tea 
had been sold, but one of the inspectors had fortunately obtained the 
names of most of the purchasers. The tea was sold in lots of 250 
boxes cach, and was described as ‘Extra Fine New Season's Moyune 
Gunpowder Green Tea, ex Surpedon, steamship, from Canton.” He 
had carefully examined the samples, and found that they contained 
from 40 to 43 per cent. of iron-filings and 19 per cent. of silica in the 
form of fine sand, which had been cleverly mixed with and added to the 
leaves before curling, with a view to increase their weight and bulk. After 
the leaves were curled they had been thickly covered with green pigment, 
and when infused in boiling water they produced a very turbid solu- 
tion, offensive to the smell and nauseous to the taste. He recom- 
mended the Sanitary Committee to take further proceedings in the 
matter. He also stated that on the 25th ult. he was privately informed 
that a large quantity of unsound tea was being offered for sale in the 
city by a firm of brokers, and on inquiry he found that it was the sal- 
vage of about 1,150,000 lbs, of tea which formed part of the cargo of 
the Lalla Rookh, the vessel which was wrecked on the 2nd of March. 
The wet tea was brought to London a short time ago, and, having been 
redried and otherwise manipulated to give it a decent appearance, had 
been repacked in old tea chests bought for the purpose, and then stored 
in a bonded warehouse. It consisted of 934 half-chests and 36 chests 
of congou, 24 half-chests of green tea, and 28 bags of tea dust. All the 
samples were composed of exhausted and putrid leaves, and were 
utterly unfit for human consumption. The solicitor (Mr. Baylis) had 
warned both the sampling brokers and the owners of their liabilities 
under the Adulteration Act in case they disposed of the tea. 

A joint report was also read from the Medical Officer and Solicitor 
with reference to the question of how to deal with articles unfit for 
food, such as unsound tea and rotten fruit supposed to be stored in 
bonded warehouses. They pointed out the difticulties in the matter, 
owing to the want of definite, speedy, and certain information of the 
existence of such articles and of the power of cntering the warehouses 
for the purpose of examination and analysis, and they referred to the 
serious delay which arose in obtaining the condemnation of the gvods. 
They suggested that power should be given to the medical officer of 
health or nuisance inspector of a district to enter bonded warchouses to 
inspect articles of food and drink stored there, and if neccasary to take 
samples, and in the event of their being found to be unsound and 
adulterated, to obtain from the Justices an order either for the immediate 
seizing and condemnation of the goods, or their stoppage for a sufficient 
time to enable an examination to be made. With a view to such powers 
being granted, they recommended that their report should be sent to 
Her Majesty's Government and to the Board of Customs. The recom- 


mendation was agreed to. 


An extraordinary action has been tried in the Portsmouth County 
Court. Mr. Francis Brockton, an engineer in the Royal Navy, was 
sued by Thomas Roston, a stoker, fur £13 38. 8d. The parties had 
served together on board the gunboat Firm, on the China station ; 
and when at Shanghai, in May last, it was alleged that the plaintiff, 
who was the defendant's servant, lent him £15. At Aden, on the return 
home, the defendant, it was said, repaid the plaintiff 1, and this was 
all the latter had then received. On the other hand, the defendant 
swore most positively that he paid the plaintiff £12 at Aden, and that 
he had su®* quently repaid the whole amount received. The judge 
said if the d@endant’s account were true the plaintiff had been guilty 
of a groas fraud. Ultimately the judge thought the balance of tes- 
timony in favour of the defendant, for whom he gave judgment, but 
without costa. 

Os the 2nd inst. Messrs. W. M. Denny and Brothers launched, 
from their shipbuilding yard at Dumbarton, an iron screw steamship of 
2,700 tons gross measurement, for the P. and O, Company, being the 
third steamer of similar dimensions that firm have launched for the 
same company Within the past five months. Her dimensions are 
350 feet by 3S feet by 29 feet 9 inches, and she will be fitted witha 
pair of surface condensation compound engines of 450-horse power 
nominal, by Messrs. Denny and Co. The vessel is named the (walior, 
At the same time the screw-ateamer Lombardy, built for the same com- 
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pany, and launched about two months ago, left Messrs. Denny's works 
tor the Gareluch, to adjust compasses prior to proceeding to Nouth- 
ampton. 

ApMimaL RIGAULT pr. Grxoviiy dicd on the 4th inst. The deceased 
admiral was born at Rochefort, in the department of the Charente- 
Inferieure, in 1807, and was therefore in his 67th ycar. He entcred the 
navy in 1827 ; was promoted to be a lieutenant in 1834; captain in 
184] ; and rear-admiral in 1854. He was sent tu the Crimea during 
the siege of Sebastupol, and there commanded a detachment uf marines. 
In 1856 he was appointed to the command of the Indo-Chinese naval 
division, and co-operated with the English in the taking and occupation 
of Canton in the following year. . 

Tur corvette Juno, 6, Capt. J. Baird, arrived at Malta from China, ria 
the Suez Canal, on the 26th ult. She has on board the crews of Her 
Majesty's ships Ringdove, Adventure, Dove, and Princess Charlotte, 
which have been paid off on the China station, and was to resume her 
voyage for England, calling at Gibraltar, about the Ist inst. The cor- 
vette Thetis arrived at Malta on the 29th ult., en route to the China 
Station, ria the Suez Canal. 

AT the last meeting of the Geographical Society, the President an- 
nounced that the Council of the Society had decreed the Founders’ Gold 
Medal to Mr. Ney Elias, for the survey of the new course of the Yellow 
River of China, and for his recent journey from China through Mon- 
golia, ria Uliassutai and Kovdo. At the next meeting of the society a 
paper will be read entitled “ A Journey through Western Mongolia,” 
by Mr. N. Elias. 

SMAtL-pox ry Lasvay.—The Board of Trade haye received through 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs adespatch from Her Majesty's 
Consul-General at Labuan, reporting that the town of Brunei and the 
surrounding districts have been visited by an epidemic of amall-pox, 
which raged with great violence during the month of December last, 
but had almost ceased to exist in February. 








HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESIONDENT.) 
RorrrrDay, May 7. 

The intelligence brought by the Java papers, which were received by 
last mail have made a painful impression here. The information 
which was telegraphed by the Governor-General as to the real causes 
of the expedition tov Atchin turns out to be anything but correct, and 
the Conservatives are loud in their condemnation of the policy which 
led to the declaration of war. ‘There are, however, many who have de- 
cided to wait for further explanations before criticising the Government. 
And, of course, as we think it wrong tu judge in a hurry, we are inuch 
astonished to find that both de /ndi‘rand de Juva Bode condemn in the 
strongest terms this expedition, which, according to their opinion, was 
not justifiable, because the Sultan of Atchin is an independent sove- 
reign, and because it has not been proved that he acted treacherously 
against us, 1 think a little more reservation on the part of the Batavia 
papers would have been preferable. As I told you in my last letter, 
the Government is taking every nieasure to reinforce the army, and for 
continuing the war next autumn. The steamers of the companies 
Nederland and Jara will convey the soldiers, who volunteer in 
large numbers. Even the invalids of Bronbeek have asked that 
they might be again examined, and indeed some of them have 
been found fit to enter service again. ‘The number of officers who 
offer themselves is considerably in excess of requirements. The pre- 
vailing opinion is that the attack will be renewed with an overwhelming 
force, so that victory will be ensured. That we have not already been 
successful is partly ascribed here to a desire on the part of the Governor- 
General to act with proimptitude. If we may believe the Levant J/e- 
rald the Sultan of Atchin is secking for allies, a special ambassador 
having been sent by him to the Sultan of Turkey to ask for his agsis‘- 
ance in the war. 1 think this is utterly incredible. In a former lettcr 
I tuld you that the Red Cross had at its disposal a considerable sum of 
money for this expedition, and by the first steamer starting for Batavia 
a large quantity of lint and provisions will be forwarded. H.M. war 
steamer S:honmen has started for Java, and she will very soon be fol- 
lowed by the Xiouw, a new veasel which is now being equipped at Hel- 
levoet. The artillery officer, Baron Sirteina van Grovestins will join 
the expedition as the representative of the King. 

The debates in the Second Chamber since the Atchin discussion have 
been very calm and business-like. The treaty with Belgium about the 
Railway Antwerp-Gladbach hag been approved of, but the proposal to 
buy two small railway lines of the Grand Central for a sum of seven 
millions was outvoted, so that an amount of eight millions should be 
added to the redemption fund. The members further agreed to spend 
some millions fur the construction of the railway Arnhem-Nymegen, 
and on this oceasion the Minister promised to construct some more new 
lines un account of the State. The Chamber is now involved again in 
the debate about the Judicial Reorganisation Bill, which perhaps will 
last till Whitsuntide. 

M. Thiers has sent a despatch to the French Envoy, the Maryuis ce 
Gabrine, in which the latter is authorised to assure the Dutch Govern- 
ment that, whether an Atchinese envey comes to France vr nut, tLe 
French Government would always show itself as a friend of Holland. 
M. Thiers personally expresses bis co wishes for the success of the 
second Duteh expedition against Atchin, 

Notwithstanding that the weather remains as boisterous and cold, mt 1 
as if we were in Siberia, yet the wonth of June is at land, in which tle 
election of members of the Second Cleunber will take place. Up ‘to 
this meument, however, the political atmosshere is unusually em. The 
First Chamber will meet on the 13th next for the despatch of busine. 8,

- GERMANY AND CHINA. - 

It is unfortunate that just at this time, when the Foreign 
Ministers at Peking are pressing the cia of Audience 
on the Chinese Government, they should be deprived of the 
advice and support of the German Envoy. The absence 
from his post of this official is the more to be regretted 
since the course of recent events in Europe has so largely 
increased the influence of the representative of Germany in 
China. Chinese statesmen recognise in foreign nations 
only one claim to consideration and respect, and that is 
power. Through the medium of European newspapers, 
which are seatlatly translated for their benefit, they cau- 
tiously watch every move on the political board of Europe, 
and carefully regulate the extent and nature of their cour- 
tesies with each Government by the ition it holds 
among its Western neighbours. Until the year 1860 
the mandarins scarce knew of any “outer” kingdoms 
mee England, France, and America, and as our troops and 
our ships had dealt them harder blows than had those of 
the other two Powers they held us in highest esteem. We 
wére feared most, and therefore we were treated best. The 
conclusion of the Treaties in that year was the signal for a 
rush of Envoys from every State of Europe to Peking, and 
among the foremost was Count EULENBERG, the representa- 
tive of Prussia. But at that time the Government of King 
WILLIAM exercised by no means the same influence in the 
Councils of Europe as does that of the Emperor of Grr- 
MANY now. It was known to have but a small navy at its 
command, and it was believed to be more intent on internal 
reforms than on foreign conquests. | The Chinese were re- 
lieved, therefore, from all anxiety in dealing with it, and 
they yielded only such points as by the terms of the pther 
Treaties they were obliged to concede. 

But the campaigns of 1866 and 1870-71, and also the 
marked alteration which has of late come over the spirit of 
our own foreign policy, have changed all this. The Power 
which was once inconsiderable now holds a foremost place 
among the first nations of the world, and the prestige 
which we had gained in China, by means of a firm and de- 
cided line of conduct, has been in a great measure frittered 
away to please a class of politicians who are willing, uncon- 
sciously, to sacrifice the true interests of their countrymen 
in the East for the sake of cutting down the public ex- 

nditure, It would be fortunate if, as it appears to have 

en decided that we are to retire from the leadership of 
the Foreign Powers in China, our place should be taken by 
the ambitious and unflinching countrymen of Prince Bis- 
MARK. At the present moment the German trade 
with China is very large, and there are, besides, other 
inducements which might make the Germans anxious to 
gain a firm footing in the East ; Russia is every day becom- 
ing more powerful in the China sea, France is actively 
engaged in tightening her grasp of Cochin China, the 
Americans are pushing their way in Japan, we are in gen 
session of the island of Hong Kong ; Germany alone, of all 
the great Western Powers, has as yet gained no distinct 
vantage ground in the Far East. It is possible that she 
may not desire to acquire territory, but the vacillating 
policy which is at present in favour among the foreign Minis- 
ters at Peking affords an opportunity to any nation possessing 
the will and power to slip out from the ranks and to strike

out for herself an independent line of policy. No people 
are better able to take such a step than the Germans, and 
on no question could there be a more fitting opportunity 
for inaugurating such a policy than that of Audience. On 
this account we look on the absence from Peking of Baron 
REHFUES as most unfortunate, and we trust that the 
EmPEROR’s Government will be induced to appoint a Minis- 
ter at once, that he may yet be in time to take part in the 
discussions now agitating the diplomatic world at Peking, 
as to the ceremonies to be performed on entering the pre- 
sence of the Son of Heaven. 





IN noticing the return home of Herr von CALIcE, the 
Austrian Minister to China, Japan, and Siam, we should 
have stated that Herr RupoLtpH SCHLECK remains at 
Shanghai as Austrian Consul, General, to report to his 
Government at Vienna all events of interest.

RUSSIA IN THE EAST. 
(THE TIMES.) 

“T say, in a word, were not the distance of this countryfinconceivably 
great from Muscovy, and were not the Muacovite Empire almost as 
rude, impotent, and ill-governed a crowd of slaves as they, the Czar of 
Muscovy might with much ease drive them all out and conquer them 
in one campaign ; and had the Czar, who, I since hear, isa growing 
Prince, and begins to appear formidable in the world, fallen this way, 
instead of attacking the warlike Swedes, he might by this time have 
been Emperor of China.” These reflections on the mission or oppor- 
tunities of Russia in the East are, as will be seen from the illusion they 
contain, of a somewhat ancient date. They are, in fact, put by Defoe 
into the mouth of our old friend Robinson Crusoe on the eve of his ad- 
venturous journey across the deserts of Great Tartary, but they coincide 
in a remarkable degree with the views of certain modern statesmen, 
and they are singularly illustrated by events occurring at this present 
moment. The Russians are no longer rude, impotent, or ill-governed, 
but, instead of attacking their warlike neighbours on the West, they 
have “fallen that way” after Defoe’s suggestion, and if by the time 
they have conquered Tartary they should have a mind to be lords of 
China, they would certainly find no more formidable enemies in that 
country than would have been encountered a century and a half ago. 

If the reader has followed the successive reports of the expedition te 
Khiva os given in our columns, he may have been struck with one 
notable feature of the campaign. The chief attack upon Khiva, that 
remote and hardly accessible Tartar Khanate, is made, not from the 
West, but from the East—not from Russia, but from Turkestan. In 
other words, the power of Russia is already established in a region more 
remote from its own frontiers than even the country to be attacked. 
In Eastern Tartary, on the very borders of that ancient empire thus 
freely made over to Peter the Great by Defoe, the Russians have 
already a Government with ita civil and military administration, its 
commander-in-chief, and its own proper army—an army so regularly 
organised, according to their own accounts, that columns and detach- 
ments of all arms are detailed for service with the utmost ease and ex- 
actness. The Turkestan Division actually mustered for the march in 
the market-place of Tashkend, a town from which it would be easier, 
perhaps, to reach China than Khiva. Yarkand, indeed, with the ruler 
of which city the Russians have already had some ambiguous dealings, 
is within the old Chinese border, and is still so far a Chinese town as to 

a Chinese name. As we had some work in China ourselves, we 
may smile at the notion of its rulers being driven out in one campaign, 
but the idea formed by Defoe of the falseness and hollowness of its 
renown was substantially confirmed by all our own experience. 

It was Lamartine who said that the “ slope” of Russia was naturally 
towards the East, and that the gravitation of its power,,’< not inter- 
rupted, would infallibly be in the direction of Asia rather than Euro) 
The remark appears to be true, but Central Asia must be one of the 
most difficult of conquests from the very barbarism of the country and 
its population. It is hard to occupy an uncivilised region. The worst 
of campaigns are those which depend more upon marches than battles. 
Though the troops now moving on Khiva from three points at once are 
said to be under 20,000, all told, such an army would be sufficient to 
defeat any native force that could uppose it in the open field, or even 
behind walls. The artillery, which figures rather prominently in the 
reports, would easily, we may be very sure, destroy the fortifications of 
a Tartar city ; and the distances to be traversed, though considerable, 
are not 20 great to prevent provision being made for the sustenance of 
the troops. Except, therefore, for the chance, not very probable, of 
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unforeseen disaster, we may expect soon to hear of the arrival of one or 
more of the detachments before the gates of Khiva. It is sometimes 
more difficult to get out of a country than into it, but we should not 
think the Russians would find much to bar a retreat if they chose to 
order it. The question is what to do with a country which is neither 
settled nor cultivated, which is occupied mainly by freebooters and 
kidnappers, and which is so vast that a large population might be lost 
in it. 

It will occur to thoge acquainted with British Indian history that the 
Russians have already contrived to establish themselves securely in places 
which we were long content to regard as inaccessible, and that, no doubt, 
is the fact. It should be remembered, however, that our position in the 
East five-and-thirty years ago was very different from what it is now. 
When we undertook our expedition to Afghanistan Cabul was practically 
almost as far off as Khiva. The whole Punjab lay between our domin- 
ions and those of Dost Mahomed, while Scinde, now a quiet British 
province, was in the hands of independent and unruly chieftains. It 
would cost us now comparatively little to march into Afghanistan or 
beyond, and the old terrors of the adventure no longer survive. If it 
were worth our while to repeat such an enterprise, we might engage in 
it without misgiving, but the lesson we learnt is that our purpose was 
mistaken from beginning to end. It has been asked of late whether we 
have not rendered ourselves practically responsible for the good be- 
haviour of a wild and turbulent nation, and we do not deny that the 
guarantee may possibly prove something more serious than Mr. 
Gladstone imagined. Such as it is, however, it was given 
for a good consideration. Without inquiring too closely into 
the character or value of a “neutral zone,” we may hold it 
certainly for our interests that Afghanistan should be independent, and 
this independence the Russians have undertaken to recognise, asking 
only in return that our “ influence” may be exerted to keep the 
Afghans from aggression. No doubt they spoke of this influence in 
terms which showed the estimate they had formed of it, and they pro- 
bably assume that’ we can keep the Ameer quiet if we choose. In fact, 
that power is really to a great extent in our own hands. Not to men- 
tion what we have before explained, that Afghanistan now lies at our 
very feet instead of being separated from us by savage or hostile coun- 
tries, we have another resource always at our command. We can with- 
hold subsidies and supplies on which the Ameer depends, and the 
“influence” to be thus exerted, whether “moral” or “ material,” 
would be very powerful indeed. Moreover, apart from the engagement, 
however it may be construed, to which we have now assented, it is 
doubtful whether the Indian Government might not think it proper as 
a matter of general policy to exercise all its authority on behalf of peace 
on its North-Western borders. As we have in any case certain rela- 
tions with Cabul, we should wish the Ameer to be at peace with his 
neighbours, and that is all we are now asked to insure. 

A study of the map, especially if combined with a little knowledgo 
of Asiatic history, would lead most persgns to the conclusion that if 
Russia can introduce anything like civilisation into Khiva it would be 
. for the infinite advantage of the countries around. Persia, especially, 
has for ages suffered from the scourge of these Tartar man-stealers. 
Her North-Eastern provinces have been incessantly open to their 
ravages, and, in fact, the territory towards the frontier is the Shah's 
only in name. The Turcoman tribes live by theft, and the property of 
the Khivans themselves consists mainly in slaves. It would ill become 
us, who have charged ourselves with the extirpation of the slave trade 
all over the world, to complain of its suppression in one of its oldest 
haunts. We have, no doubt, interests of our own to protect in the 
East, and we shall, it may be hoped, know how and when to intervene 
in their favour, but the cause of the Russians in the present expedition 
is, on the face of it, so good, and its immediate results must be so ad- 
vantageous to humanity, that it would be no easy matter to decry or 
denounce it. 


A PERSONAL COMPLAINT. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srm,—I should be much obliged if you would find space in your co- 
lumns for the following statement of the treatment I received from 
Capt. Wilding, of the steamer Glaucus, while on my passage to England. 
I left. Foochow on the 21st Jan., and on or about the 13th Feb. I asked 
the doctor whether the fact of having on board the dead body of M. 
Thoulouse, who had died at Foochow of malignant fever, would make 
any difference with the quarantine authorities. The doctor replied that 
he did not know that there was a dead body on board. I told him 
that the body was exhumed the night before we left Foochow, and was 
taken on board in the night. About half-an-hour afterwards I was sit- 
ting on deck by my wife when Capt. Wilding approached, and, stopping 
abruptly before us, roared at the top of his voice, so that every one on the 
steamer might have heard him, “ Do you wish for any information 
about a body on board ? because if you do I'll trouble you to come to 
me. You forget yourself very strangely in going to my officers with 
questions about the cargo, and if it were not for the lady at your side 
I should deal very severely with you,” and more to the same effect. I 
replied that he forgot himself in speaking to me in that manner, when 
he made some answer, and stalked off. His tone was so fierce and 
threavbning that my wife, who was not well, was perfectly terrified, and 
was eventually so unwell as to be unable to leave her cabin for three 
or four days. Next morning at breakfast I asked Capt. Wilding either 
to apologise to me for the way he had spoken, or to explain to the 
other passengers the reason of his having done so. He refused both, 
and added, “ It’s more than apologise you'll have to do, I can tell you. 
If you don't mind what you’re about I'll confine you to your cabin.” 
On reaching Port Said I complained both to the Vice-Consul and the 
agent there, but could get no redress. The second morning from Port 
Said Capt. Wilding commenced playing quoita on the quarter-deck, 
putting the ring directly over my cabin, where my wife was still lying 
ill I remonstrated with him, and he answered, “ I don’t know where 
your wife is ; I havn't seen her these three or four days.” I asked him 
if he called that a gentlemanly way of speaking, when he said, “ When

you behave like a gentleman you shall be treated as one, but not till 
then ; you have not done so since you came on board.” He was greatly 
excited, and I begged him to speak reasonably, and to tell me what he 
complained of. After some further vituperation he made the following 
charges :—1. That I had spoken to the doctor about quarantine. 2. 
That I had spoken to the chief officer about borrowing his chair at meals, 
3. That I had spoken to the chief steward about using an empty berth. 
4. That I had asked permission of one of the passengers to wash in his 
berth. He declared that I should have gone direct to him in each in- 
stance, and that by not doing so I snubbed him. But he added, “the 
fact is I made up my mind that both you and Mrs. Carroll were going to 
give trouble when you came on board, and I determined not to stand it, 
and my opinion is quite justified.” In answer to my question as to 
how my wife had offended, he declared that she had not said “ good 
morning " one day in reply to the doctor's salutation. (This serves to 
show how we were watched, that offence might be taken at our words or 
actions.] I told him that I had complained to Mr. Holt, and he replied 
that he did not care, for that Mr. “Olt” never took any notice. The 
passengers often complained but they never got anything by it. I re- 
gret to say that here he was right, for in reply to my complaints I have 
received two letters from Mr. Holt, the first written prior to the arrival 
of the (laucus in Liverpool, stating his regret at what had occurred, 
but suspending his judgment till the arrival of the ship in Liverpool. 
I answered this with thanks for his expression of regret, and stating that 
I thought that Captain Wilding owed me an apology for his language. 
Mr. Holt's reply was that he had already expressed his regret, and he was 
unable to see what further I would have him doin the matter. “Under 
these circumstances it appears to me” (says Mr. Holt) “idle to carry the 
correspondence any further.” 

In conclusion, I will only say that I am to this moment quite unaware 
of Capt. Wilding’s real reason for his behaviour. I never saw him be- 
fore I went on board, and gave him no just cause of complaint after- 
wards, The charges he made are absurd, as no person who has travelled 
on any respectable line of steamers would think of going to the captain 
about such trifice. He had evidently pre-determined to annoy me, and 
took advantage of any pretext.—I am, yours, &c.,

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TEA. 
essrs. Capel and Co. report as follows :— 

Thee has ete more seainess in the tone of the market, with 
rather better prices for good to fine Congous ; whilst on the other hand 
common kinds, especially Black-leaf, have been difficult of sale at lower 
prices. In other kinds the alterations have been trifling. The quantity 
afloat is now very small, and as the stocks will gradually decrease, we 
may look for a steady market for some time to come. The stock in the 
United Kingdom on the 30th ultimo was estimated at 95,410,000 Ibs.. 
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against 100,408,000 Ibs., the quantity afloat 1,548,000 Ibs., against 
3,828,000 Ibs., of China Tea, and 611,000 Ibs.. against 754,003 Ibs. of 
India Tea. F 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings at one time were in better de- 
mand, at an advance of 4d. to $ per Ib, ; but at public sale this week 
they sold rather lower. Broken-leaf kinds have been steady through- 
out, at former prices ; fair to good commen have been only in mode- 
rate demand, from lid. to 1s, O$d. per Ib. Fair Kaisows have sold at 
rather better prices ; also good tu fine kinds—the latter only in sinall 
quantities ; in finest sales have been limited. Paklin kinds: Some 
sales of fine quality have been made, at a decline of fully 4d. per Ib. 
Black-leaf kinds: The low to common sorts continue in over supply, 
and are only saleable with difficulty at 4d. per Ib. decline ; fair to goud 
common have also been neglected, at a reduction of 4d. to 1d. per Ib. ; 
fair qualities have been dull of sale, at rather lower prices ; good me- 
dium to fine have been in fair request, and sales have been made at full 
prices, and in some cases show an advance of $d. to 1d. per Ib. ; in finest 
the few transactions have been at full prices. New-make Canton kinds : 
Common to fair have sold rather easier ; some 1,200 boxes of new sea- 
gson’s have sold from 1s, 93d. to 2s., being full prices for the quality 
compared with old season's. Ovlongs: The sales of these have been 
to a fair extent, without material alteration in price. Souchongs: 
Common to fair show no change, but the demand has been limited ; 
good to fine have been latterly rather more in request. In flowery 
Pekoes business has been small, without much change in price. Unco- 
loured Japans: Common to fair show no change; good to fine have 
been in fair request. Scented Teas.—Canton Capers, common to fair 
kinds remain heavy of sale at rather lower prices ; good to fine have 
been more saleable at better rates. Fuochow Capers have sold at 4d. 
to 1d. per lb. advance. Canton Orange Pekoes still show no improve- 
ment cither in demand or price. Fuochow kinds have been more in 
demand, and a fair business has been done from 1s, 2d. to Is. 5d. 
for fair to good, and 1s. 8d. to 1s, lld. for fine to finest. 
Green Teas. — Ping Suey kinds have sold very irregularly, and 
they are still difficult to sell otherwise than under the hammer. Moyune 
kinds have been partly supported, being saleable at previous prices. 
In Canton kinds the few sales have been at rather low rates. Public 
sales have comprised 34,503 packages, the great bulk of which have 
been sold without reserve. Indian ‘leas: The market has been gene- 
rally firm, and fully previous prices have been obtained for all good to 
fine kinds, the finest being rather difficult of sale ; but common kinds 
of Fannings and Broken-leaf have been very unsaleable, even at a decline 
of 2d. to 3d. per Ib., the low range of China Teas of this class interfering 
with the demand. 

SILK. 

The tone of the market is decidedly better, and although prices at 
tho moment hardly sustain the rise which was realised last week, still 
offers are made frecly for died, and importers are not by any means so 
eager to realise as they were. This applies equally to China and Canton 
Silks. In Bengals and Japans there is not so much doing. The deli- 
veries are an improvement upon last month, the figures being, from 1st 
to 7th inst. :—China, 769 bales; Canton, 165; Japan, 150; Bengal, 
74 ; total, 1,158 bales. 

Messrs. Arles, Dufour and Co.’s Circular, dated Lyons, 2nd inatant, 
says :—Up to last week the greatest dulness continued to prevail in 
Silk business, under the influence of depressing news from all markets 
of consumption, and the announcement of a large failure in Zurich, 
coupled with the satisfactory progress of the European crop in all 
countries. During that period, prices both of European and Asiatic 
Silk experienced a further fall from f.2 to £6. Since, a sudden change 
in the weather, and a severe frost for three nights consecutively, cansed 
everywhere great harm tu the vegetation, and even injured the worms in 
many districts. The extent of the damage done is impossible to estimate 
yet, but it seems obvious that the European crop will be, to a certain ex- 
tent, less plentiful than at first anticipated. This event in ordinary times 
would have changed the face of our market, but many buyers, pleading 
the bad state of consumption, received the news with great distrust, and 
simultancously all the excitement among the more xanguine was checked 
by the unfavourable election in Paris creating further political anxicties, 
and by the news of another failure in the London Silk trade. Upon 
the whole, there has been a little more duing, and a’sinall improvement 
has even been obtained for some better classes of silk, the stock of 
which is comparatively smaller, and which meet the actual reduced 
wants of consumption. Lower grades remain neglected and of difficult 
sale. 

COFFEE. 

The activity which has prevailed of late has been prolonged, and 
prices have again ruled in favour of the seller, an advance for Ceylon 
having been established of about 1s. 6d. on the spot and 1s, afloat. No 
public sales of Ceylon have been held during the week until Thursday, 
when 57 casks 9 tierces 7 barrels 115 bags Plantation Ceylon sold, 
triage at 94s. to 97s., sinall 97s. to 99s., low middling 09s, 6d. to 100s., 
middling 101s, to 102s, 6d., peaberry 107s. to 109s, Privately on 
the spot about 300 casks Plantation Ceylon have been sold at 08s. to 
102s., and 1,550 bags Native at 88s.

The following is from Messrs.de Cordova and Sons’ Report :—Our last 
circular was issued on the 19th ult. Soon afterwards the firmer de- 
monstration by importers of Green Teas of a resolution to prevent a 
continuance of almost daily decline, which the dealers had come to re- 
gard as an inevitable if not a normal feature of the market, had its 
effect. The decline was arrested ; and not only has no further reduc- 
tion taken place, but the sales of “On Fine” to “Choicest”’ Moyunes 
and Teenkais, and, we may add, the bids for Teas of these grades have 
shown an advance of fully 2c. gold per Ib. from the extreme depres- 
sion ; other qualities of Green Teas remaining unchanged. We now 
quote fine to choice chops, in lines, as under :—

A parcel 
averaging “Fully Superior” in leaf and liquor, and clean, has been 
disposed of at 19c. gold, equal to a first cost of Ts. 8.2 short in Foochow, by 
sail, or about $10 short in Amoy. In other words, the Teas have been 
sold at about 60 per cent. of the reported cost.

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THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. . 
—o— 
THE CHINA AND JAPAN GALLERIES.—FIRST NOTICE. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The China and Japan collections are by far the most interesting 
ever introduced to the notice of the people of the West. For the 
most part visitors will not be able to estimate the great labour 
and difficulty which it devolved on afew to accomplish. As 
the Exhibition was an Austrian one, it naturally fell to the lot 
of Austrians in the Far East to see that it was successful, and 
notably the Austrian Minister at Peking and Yedo, the Baron 
von Calice, was first and foremost in this undertaking. To his 
ability and energy what is now to be seen in Vienna, or rather 
what will be on view about the end of May, is mainly at- 
tributable. At Peking he found a willing ally in Mr. 
Hart, the Inspector-General of Customs, who, after some 
difficulty, induced the Chinese Government to permit the 
necessary outlay for making up the collections at the various 
Treaty ports. Having accomplished that point, Mr. Hart 
addressed a circular to the Commissioners at the fourteen ports 
of China, instructing them to prepare a collection of specimens 
of the imports and exporta, accompanied by statistical accounts 
of the trade in each commodity. Mr. Bowra, the Acting Com- 
missioner at Canton, took such a zealous interest in this work 
that Mr. Hart, in a subsequent circular, notified his appointment 
to take general charge of the collections. To form the Commis- 
sion to Vienna, Mr. Hart added the names of Mr. Dean, Mr. 
Detring, Mr. Cartwright, and Mr. Hannen. These gentlemen, 
except Mr. Hannen, who has been prevented by illness, are now 
hard at work in arranging the collection in the China Gallery, 
and, as already stated, they expect to complete their labours 
by the end of May. ‘These gentlemen were present at the 
opening ceremony on the Ist, and were presented to the Emperor. 
Having thus far given an outline of the contributions of the 
Customs I will now refer to another section. Baron von Calice 
caused circulars to be addressed to the Roman Catholic ministers 
in the interior, requesting their aid in forwarding specimens and 
particulars of products in use far inland, which are never seen at 
the Treaty ports. He also promised the aid of the Austrian 
Consul at Hong Kong, Baron von Overbeck, who has made up & 
separate collection from Chinese merchants and others, which is 
consigned to his care for disposal at Vienna, and his agent in this 
matter is-Mr. Schonberger, a merchant of Vienna. Another 
interesting collection well known to all visitors to Canton is 
that of Archdeacon Gray, who has entrusted it to Mr. Bowra for 
exhibition. There is also a splendid collection from Mr. Boyce, 
of Shanghai, and one from the Chinese banker Hu. 

The contribution of China, made through the Customs, consists 
mainly of specimens of the various articles of commerce produced 
in and exported from the Empire. The staples of foreign trade— 
tea, silk, drugs, &c.—are fully and fairly represented by samples 
from the different producing districts, and among the medicines 
and articles of interprovincial trade are many hitherto unknown 
in Europe and of much interest and value to the scientific world. 
The object of the collection being to represent the exchange of 
products rather than the finished results of industry or art, but 
in point of actual interest and importance we doubt if much can 
exceed the contribution of the vast Empire opening ita portals 
so slowly and reluctantly to European enterprise and trade. For 
good or evil the Chinese Empire, with its three hundred millions 
of people, and its one and a quarter millions of square miles 
of territory, cannot but affect most seriously the fortunes and 
conditions of coming generations, and it is therefore with eager 
interest and keen curiosity that we look to see what products 
China can contribute to the general welfare of the world and 
what our wealth she is likely to require in exchange. And in 
this matter the collection of imports will much assist us. We 
’ believe emphatically that we are now only in the very dawn and 
infancy of our trade, that we have scarcely crossed the thresh- 
old of the country, and that illimitable expansion of our com- 
merce awaite us. The needs of the Chinese are barely indicated 
and hinted at by the imports at present sent from Europe and 
America, but nevertheless they serve to point the route that 
trade may take and the articles which are in immediate demand. 
Among arts and industries we understand that a large collec- 
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tion of modern cloisonné and enamels, porcelain, bronzes, and 
lacquer, as well as silk piece goods, satins, crapes and gauzes will 
illustrate Chinese proficiency and the present condition of the 
several manufactures. Nor are articles of vertu entirely omitted, 
though scarcely falling within the scope of what is professedly a 


commercial and industrial collection. 
The Chinese Government did wisely in assisting at this great 


Exhibition, and their action in this matter, taken in connection 


with the reported cession of the Audience question, is, we think, 


fair evidence that foreign influence is beginning to tell, and that 
wiser counsels than those that’ prompted exclusiveness and iso- 
lation are beginning to prevail. And we think further that, in 
entrusting the task of illustrating China to the Inspector-General 
of Customs the Chinese Government have also shown much 
wisdom. The experience of Mr. Hart with that of his highly- 
trained subordinates must surely succeed in producing a more 
succesaful Exhibition than any unaided efforts of Chinese officials 
could do, and we congratulate the Customs’ service on the task 


entrusted to them, and on the opportunities for usefulness pre- 


sented to their hand. 


The Baron von Calice, Austrian Minister at Peking and Yedo, 
Herr Schwegel, Chancellor in the Foreign-office, Vienna, and 


Arthur Scala, on the Commission of the Oriental Department, 
have organised an Oriental reading room and rendezvous for 


visitors from the East. This will be found in the grounds, a 


sort of kiosk, and our friends from the Far East are much in- 


debted to these gentlemen for this accommodation. The build- 


ing, which is partly Chinese and Turkish architecture, has been 
nobly presented at the cost of Dr. Hardt, who takes a great in- 
terest in all oriental affairs. 


As in China, so in Japan, the Baron von Calice had to take 


the lead in initiating the necessary steps for procuring for Japan 
acreditable display at the Vienna Exhibition. It took some 
time to induce the Government to take up the idea, but, as usual, 
the energy and persistence of the West overcame all these diffi- 


culties. Foremost amongst the Japanese officials was the Prime 
Minister, Sanjo, and Okuma, a member of the council. The first 
thing, as in other enterprises, was the cost ; $250,000 were first 
voted, and soon another $250,000. A commission was appointed 
at Yedo, with branches in the interior, and circulars issued to all 
departments to prepare contributions ; and we have now the re- 
sult in‘some 1,200 tons of sundries, divided into twenty-one groups, 
comprising the various products, &., of the country. These are 
only partly unpacked, but in about three weeks will make a very 
handsome and interesting show. On its completion I shall 
again report in a more exhaustive manner ; but in the mean time 
I intend to report progress made and other items in connection. 

On the departure of the Baron von Calice from Yedo a foreign 
Commission was appointed, at the head of which was the Count 
Fe d’Ostiani, Italian Minister in Yedo, who worked hard, in 
co-operation with the Japanese, and overcame many difficulties. 
The Baron von Siebold also gave most valuable aid in carrying 
out the enterprise. The head of the Commission to Vienna is 
Sano, the accredited Minister, who, both at Yedo and here, has 
been the leading spirit. We may mention that the Count 
has received from the Emperor of Austria the decoration of the 
Grand Cross of the Order of Franz Joseph, for his services con- 
nected with the Exhibition. The Emperor has expressed him- 
self gratified at the display made by Japan, and in a visit to 
the garden and villas in the grounds, which he made on the 
5th inst. with the Empress, he expressed great admiration for the 
workmanship, some of which was executed by the Japanese ar- 
tisans in his presence. His Majesty said the West had some- 
thing to learn from Japan. The Japanese Minister, Sano, ac- 
companied by Baron von Siebold, accompanied the Emperor and 
Empress, and explained the various buildings, as also a celebrated 
feast held in Japan, which is thus described :— 

It is customary to celebrate the third day of the third month, 
if daughters are in the house, by exhibiting in one of the rooms 
on a table the models of high personages with their consorte. 
This is intended as well to amuse the girls as to show them an 
example of connubial politeness. Before these figures cups are 
placed, containing red rice, sweetmeata, and white rice liquor. 
‘When a girl is born in the house the first advent of this feast is 
celebrated with particular brilliancy. After the girls are ten 
years old this feast is no longer observed. It is not known when 
this custom was first introduced, but it must be very old, for it 
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is mentioned in the legend of “Genji mono ga 
written nine hundred years ago, so that it seems to have origi- 
nated about that time. 

On the fifth day of the fifth month it is usual to celebrate in 
the military classes the presence of a male child in the family, 
by exhibiting a show of figures of renowned warriors and models 
of arms. This is done with a view to arouse in the minds of the 
boys feelings of bravery by holding out these heroes as exam- 
ples. Outside the house flags and great paper fish are twisted. 
The first advent of this feast in a boy’s life is celebrated with 
particular brilliancy, but as the ‘boys grow older the practice is 
discontinued. It is a parallel feast to that of the girls on the 
third day of the third month. The origin of this feast is not 
known, but seems of the same antiquity as that of the girls’ 
feast. 

A collection of Silk cocoons, run and manufactured Silks, with 
the various industries connected therewith, has been contributed 
by Mr. Bavier, of Yokohama, and is now being prepared for 
exhibition. 

SIAM AND THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. 

A collection from Siam and Sandwich Islands has also arrived, 
and is in charge of Mr. Schonberger, of Vienna. These goods, 
like so many others, are still in limbo in their boxes, but if 
energy and hard work will do anything I can testify to the la- 
bours of Mr. Schonberger, as also of the members of the China 
Commission, who are daily working like coolies at their collections. 





The following extract from the circular issued by Mr. Hart 
will indicate the extent and order of the collection :— 


I have to request your co-operation in this matter, and I trust that 
you will use every effort to form a complete representation of the com- 
merce of your port, as carried on in foreign bottoms, and arrange the 
specimens in an interesting and intelligible manner. You will observe 
the following order in your arrangement :—A.—Specimens of Imports 
from other than Chinese ports. _B.—Specimens of Exports to other 
than Chinese porta. C.—Specimens of Native Produce shipped for 
Chinese ports. 

In arranging these specimens you will follow the order of the Chinese 
version of the tariff, in which commodities are grouped in clf&ses. In 
addition to marking on each specimen its number, origin, destination, 
value, quantity of import and export, &c., you will prepare a list for 
printing, showing :—1. The number of the specimen ; 2. The Chinese 
characters by which it is known; 3. The local pronunciation of those 
characters—using Morrison’s system of spelling; 4. The place of pro- 
duction ; 5. The place of consumption ; 6. The use to which the article 
is put ; 7. The price per ; 8. The duty per ; 9. The 
quantity imported or exported in 1871. The specimens from any one 
port are to be numbered in unbroken series from first to last ; but 
before numbers referring to samples of the first division, you will place 
the letter A ; before those referring to the second, the letter B; and 
before those referring to the third, the letter C. 

While the success of the efforts will depend, for your port, mainly 
on yourself, the collection and arrangement of samples and specimens 
will have to be confided chiefly to the senior Examiner ; you may state 
to him that, in addition to whatever mark of recognition the Commis- 
sion may confer (§ XIV.), a reward, varying in proportion to the excel- 
lence of the collection, of from one to three months’ pay, will be issued 
to him from this office. The plan to be adopted for the exhibition of 
specimens is a point on which it is difficult to give instructions: whe- 
ther it would be best to use glass bottles—or large cases with glass 
tops—or standing frames, pigeon-holed, with glass fronts, — must 
be determined by circumstances and the nature of the objects 
to be exhibited ; further, whether such objects are at once to be 
put in such bottles or cases here, or are only to be arranged in 
some recognisable order here, and put in cases, &c., on arrival 
in Vienna, must also be determined hereafter. Moreover, the ques- 
tion of the expense of making such collections is one on which 
little or nothing can be said beforehand ; it is, however, supposed that 
sufficient quantities of the various articles to serve as samples and speci- 
mens can be obtained locally for nothing from the respectable mer- 
chants who trade in them. Of each article sold by weight—such as 
sugar—from a quarter of a catty to a catty will suffice ; of each article 
sold by measurement, a yard of the whole width will suffice; and of 
liquids, from a pint to a quart will, in each case, be enough. It will 
also be necessary to estimate and state what superficies the collection 
would probably cover if in cases fixed against the wall, and what, if laid 
out on tables. 

The Exhibition is to open on the first of May, 1873, so that the time 
available for preparing this collection is but little over four months ; the 
contributions of the northern ports ought to be at Shanghai, and those 
of the southern at Hong Kong, on the lst February. 

What precedes will suffice to explain in a general way what is desired 
to be done ; probably, during the next few months, other circulars may 
be written on the same subject. In the meantime, I wish you to take 
the matter in hand without delay, and, after talking the project over 
carefully with the chief examiner, set him to work at once to make the 
required collections ; you will, at the same time, report to me that you 
have received this circular, and that, at the outset, you have such 
and such views to express, or such and such suggestions to make, in 
order to the better carrying out of the scheme. 

In this connection I think it right to point out that this will be a 
good opportunity for each office to collect, for other purposes, complete 
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i,” a book ' sets of samples of its in-coming and out-going commodities. You will, 
| therefore, direct the examiner to collect in triplicate, so that, in addi- 


tion to the set of specimens to be sent to Vienna, we may have one set 
for your own office, and a third set for a museum to be formed in con- 
nection with the Inspectorate-General at Peking. 

Attention is to be called to the fact that each office is to be regarded as 
independent, and that the object of this circular will be gained by inde- 
pendent and complete collections, showing the commerce of each port 
separately. It is not what China takes or produces as a whole, with all 
duplicates shut out, that is wanted, but a complete set of specimens of 
the complete trade of each individual port. In the matter of Chinese 
produce, brought into port, however, it is not necessary to make any 
collection, for specimens of Chinese produce shipped [C.] will adequately 
represent the kind of commodities that go from port to port in foreign 
bottoms, seeing that a perfect representation of quantity is impossible, 
80 little can we know or find out about the junk trade. The foreign 
goods brought in, and the Chinese produce sent to foreign countries, in 
foreign bottoms, form sufficiently complete wholes, and fairly complete 
representations can thus be produced of the branch of trade most in- 
teresting to foreigners, and indeed of the trade in China actually coming 
under the description of “ international exchange of products.” 

In addition to specimens of the commerce of the port, I think it may 
be possible to send for exhibition various articles peculiar to the lo- 
cality: ¢.g. agricultural implements, tools, models of junks, &c., &c. ; 
but as regards such things, Commissioners will do well to communicate 
with each other, to avoid sending duplicates. It also occurs to me 
that, in the mercantile community, foreign and Chinese, you may find 
some persons who, on learning that there is on foot an organised scheme 
of the kind I have been indicating, may be willing and able to assist, 
more especially by exhibiting articles of the kind this paragraph refers 
to; I therefore enclose a few copies of this circular for distribution at 
your port. 

GENERAL ARRANGEMENT OF THE EXHIBITION. 

The followigg brief details will convey some idea of the arrangement 
of the Exhibition at Vienna, which was opened on the Ist inst. :— 

The line of the main building runs from east to west. Entering by 
the western portal, the side gallery on the right belongs to the United 
States, in addition to an open court abutting upon it, which was ori- 
ginally apportioned to England, but was given up to the American ex- 
hibitors. A quarter of the first side gallery to the left also belongs to 


; England, the rest to South America. The main gallery or nave, with 


the second and third transverse galleries and the open courts lying be- 
tween, is also given to England. Next comes France, which extends 
in the nave from the third transverse gallery to well-nigh the sixth. 
She has the whole of the fourth transverse gallery and the left portion 
of the fifth ; besides this, she has the three covered courts between the 
third and sixth transverse galleries on the north and the open court be- 
tween the third and fourth transverse galleries on the south side. The 
fifth transverse gallery, south, belongs to Switzerland, as well as the 
covered court touching upon it. The fifth transverse gallery, together 
with the part of the nave from which it opens out, is allotted to Italy, 
as well as the next open court on the south side. Belgium comes next, 
occupying the portion of the nave between the sixth and seventh trans- 
verse galleries, with the two courts corresponding to this part of the 
nave, and the south portion of the seventh transverse gallery. The 
space in the nave up to the next transverse gallery is shared he- 
tween Belgium and Holland, the latter of which has, besides, 
half of the northern portion of the seventh transverse gallery, 
the other half being occupied by Sweden. The building in of 
the court lying between the two transverse galleries allotted 
to England in the  north-westerly pavilion, which ends the 
building on that side, nearly gave rise to another Alabama question. 
The British exhibitors not wanting the space, it was allotted to the 
United States, the Commissioners of which wanted to build a deteched 
pavilion on it. There remained the question of the entrance to this 
pavilion. The Americans were anxious to have an entrance to it from 
the main gallery, which there forms part of the space allotted to Eng- 
land, and just where the entrance door was wanted the space had 
already been allotted to Mr. Atkinson, the perfumer, of Bond-street. 
Baron Schwartz, anxious to accommodate every one, declared his rea- 
diness to give to Mr. Atkinson an equally good place, which he had at 
his disposal, provided the American Commissioners could come to an 
understanding with the British Commissioners and Mr. Atkinson. 
Strong in this assurance the Americans seem to have considered the 
thing settled, and next morning there appeared on the place allotted to 
Mr. Atkinson, where the door was to be, the inscription in large letters, 
“ Entrance to the Pavilion of the United States.” The English Com- 
missioners remonstrated, and both sides applied to the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, the Americans going so far as to threaten to counter- 
mand altogether the sending up of the goods which had just arrived at 
Trieste. Of course it was impossible for Count Andrassy to do any- 
thing in his official capacity, and all he could do was to try to mediate, 
After many pourparlers the difference has been happily settled by a 
compromise. The Americans have access to their pavilion from that 
side, but not from the main gallery, where an entrance would have 
altogether spoilt the general effect of the British Exhibition, but from 
the transverse gallery. : ey 

Next comes the central part of the building surrounding the Rotunda. 
It forms a square, through which the nave is carried to the Rotunda in 
the centre and four galleries all round. That fronting south forms the 
main entrance to the building. The western and northern galleries. 


the part of the nave intersecting the former, as well as the two cour’ 


to the north which separate the two galleries from the Rotunda itself, 
are allotted to Germany, which thus has, if not in quantity, at least 
in quality, the best place in the Exhibition. As Germany occupies the 
centre of Europe, so it is placed in the centre of the Exhibition. Next 
to it is Austria, which has the eastern gallery of the central square and 
the next three transepts, with the eight courts lying between them, 
and of which seven are covered in. It has 39,767 square metres, of 
which 19,767, or more than twice as many as any other country pos- 
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Hungary has the next transverse gallery, the eleventh, with the space in 
the nave intersecting it, besides the open court to the south between the 
eleventh and twelfth galleries, which belong, together with the next 
court, to Russia. Greece has the portion of the nave between the twelfth 
and thirteenth gallery. Of this last, the southern portion is divided 
between Tunis, Morocco, and Egypt, while the nave and half of the 
northern portion belong to Turkey, Persia, Central Asia, and Rou- 
mania, sharing among them the remaining half of the northern part 
of this gallery. The last gallery, forming the eastern facade and 
entrance, i; shared between Turkey, which has the south, and 
China, Japan, and Siam, which have the northern portion of it. 
To the north of the Exhibition building, between it and the machinery 
hall, lie the mass of special and collective exhibitions, planted at each 
end by the Agricultural Exhibitions, of which there are two, one for 
the Eastern European countries, Germany, Austria, Hungary, &c., on 
the east side, and that for the Western European countries on the west 
side. As regards these special and collective exhibitions, Germany has 
the lion’s share, having not less than eight separate buildings, a pavilion 
for the German school system, a hall for German industry—a large ex- 
hibition building in itself—two pavilions showing German mining in- 
dustry, and Krupp has a pavilion of his own. Then there are in the 
court round the Rotunda the house of the German Princes, the German 
assembly rooms, and a pavilion for the clock industry of the Germans. 
They are all light, lofty, wooden structures, almost transparent, neatly 
painted in yellow and red, and, while altogether practical, rather pleas- 
ing. To the east of the German block of buildings is a succession of 
private exhibitions belonging mostly to mining and iron industries. 
There is Prince Schwarzenberg, the largest proprietor of Bohemia, who 
pays one million of florins, or £100,000 of taxes annually ; then there 
is the Prince of Coburg, one of the largest proprietors of Hungary, by 
right of his mother, the heiress of the Princes Kohary ; then, the Stock- 
holm Railway, which has mines and iron foundries in the south of 
Hungary, is there, as well as the Danubian Navigation Company, the 
mining proprietors of Carinthia, the Company of Innerberg, the Mining 
Association of Vordernberg, Wragner, one of the great ironmasters of 
Austria ; and among these the brewery of Silbenberg, and the model of 
a farm in Alsace-Lorraine. 


In the portion of the Exhibition which is devoted exclusively to Art 
Germany and France haye the most space. Of the remaining space, 
Belgium has one large room and two smaller rooms, Holland one larger 
room, England one large and one small room, and the pavilion touching 
upon it. Of the pavilions in the front of the building, that contiguous 
to Germany is shared between America and Greece, and that on the 
left, or French side, by Spain and Portugal. In the entrance halls the 
sculpture is to be placed belonging to the respective countries to the 
territory of which they lead. The other countries could not be accom- 
modated in the Art Hall itself, so they have rooms allotted to them in 
the two buildings right and left of the Art Hall, the so-called Pavilions 
des Amateurs, which are destined for loan collections, and form one 
group with the Art Hall. Italy has in the northern pavilion four of the 
nine halls which the building contains. In the southern pavilion, Den- 
mark, Sweden, Norway, and Russia, have each one hall. The remaining 
rooms in the two pavilions are reserved for the Exhibition of Ancient 
Art. Of these, Germany, Austria, and France are each to have two, 
Hungary is to have one, and the remaining three are to be distributed 
among the other countries. The central hall in the Art Exhibition 
building proper is common property, each country having a proportion- 
ate share in it. : 

FESTIVITIES AT VIENNA. 

The 5th inst. being the Japanese spring festival, the Emperor and 
Empresas of Austria visited the Japanese department, which represents 
a temple with its surroundings, as in Japan. The Japanese work-people 
in gala attire, and the Minister Sano, received the Emperor, who ad- 
dressed the commissioners in English. On the same day the Prince of 
Wales, as the head of the British Commission, escorted the Crown 
Prince and Princess of Germany over the British department of the 
Exhibition. The inspection commenced with a visit to the Pavilion, 
and then to the workmen's cottages, in which the Princess displayed 
oe interest. After examining the Agricultural Department, the party 

lunched in the Pavilion. They next proceeded to the British -Depart- 

ment in the main building, and bestowed much attention upon the 
jewellery, the pottery, the furniture, and the Indian Collection. The 
British Fine Arts Court was then visited, after which the Crown Prince 
and Princess left the building. In the evening a banquet wa given by 
the Minister of Commerce in honour of the officials of the Exhibition, 
at which 400 persons were present, among whom were the Ministers, 
the Presidents, and members of the foreign Exhibition Commissions. 
The President of the Central Commission of the German Empire pro- 
posed the health of the Emperor of Austria; and the Minister of 
Commerce, Herr von Banhaus, the health of foreign Sovereigns and 
the Governments of all States participating in the Exhibition, and 
their representatives. Earl Cowper, the General Commissioner of the 
British Exhibition, in a speech alluded to the Austrian Archdukes, who, 
he said, had so zealously furthered the success of the undertaking. 
The President of the French Commission, M. du Sommerard, proposed 
the, health of the General Director of the Exhibition. The American 
auds,.; Bayard Taylor, gave a toast to the industry of Austria. 

Ca the 7th inst. another banquet was given in the Blumensaal, or 
Horticultural Hall, of the Palace of Industry by Dr. von Banhaus, the 
Minister of Commerce, to the Commissioners of the various countries, 
the leading citizens of Vienna who have shown an interest in the 
Exhibition, and a few of the exhibitors, Five hundred persons were 
present ; and among those at the cross table were Lord Cowper, Sir 
Anthony Rothschild, the Hungarian, Swisa, Turkish, Portuguese, and 
Stwedish Commissioners, and also the Commissioners from China and 
Japan in the costumes of their country. The hall was remarkably 
beautiful, being eigne with a marvellous wealth of flowers, most taste- 
fully displayed. e toast of the Em "a health was proppsed by 
Herr Mozer, the Chief German Commissioner, while that of the Foreign 
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by Lord Cowper. In addition to these festivities, soirees have been 
given by the Emperor and Empress of Austria, by the Prince and 
Princess Hohenlohe and by Count Andrassy, at which the Crown Prince 
and Princess of Prussia, the Prince of Wales and Prince Arthur were 
present, 

M. Chevalier, the well-known artist who accompanied the Duke of 
Edinburgh in his voyage round the world, is attached to the suite of 
the Prince of Wales for the purpose of taking sketches for a picture of 
the opening ceremony. 








THE GREAT NORTHERN TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

The ordinary general meeting of this company was held at Copen- 
hagen on the 25th ult., Count Sponneck presiding. Mr. C. F. Tietgen, 
the chairman of the company, addressed the shareholders and gave a 
detailed account of the company’s position, He was glad to say that, 
considering the great difficulties with which the directors had had to 
contend, the result of last year’s working must be looked upon as very 
satisfactory. With regard to the eastern lines, he said that the com- 
pany’s Chinese system had now been completed by means of the cable 
carriéd into Amoy onthe 22nd February, connecting that place with 
Hong Kong to the south, and Shanghai to the north. The original idea 
of also connecting Foochow the directors had been obliged to abandon 
for the present, as the difficulties of landing a cable at. that place ap- 
peared almost insurmountable. Hopes were, however, entertained that 
at a date not far distant the connection might be made by means of a 
land-line from Amoy, and that altogether the time for establishing a 
regular system of land-lines throughout China was fast approaching. 
The traffic on the eastern lines had been greater than the previous year, 
and would have been considerably better but for the difficulties which had 
arisen. These difficulties were partly caused by the interruption of the 
Siberian land-lines, partly by the interruptions of the company’s cables, 
In Siberia there had been inundations in the Amoor Valley, through 
which the land-lines pass, such as had not been known in this century, 
and in consequence of which the correspondence was interrupted for 
months, Although the line since its repair had worked well, the com- 
pany had, nevertheless, with the sanction of the Russian Government, 
entered into negotiations with the Amoor Navigation Company. That 
company has about three hundred posts along the Amoor, and eighteen 
steamers navigating the river, and is, therefore, in a position to carry 
out the arrangement now contemplated for the maintenance and work- 
ing of the line in a much more efficient manner than this has hitherto 
been done. The interruptions of the company’s cables have in no in- 
stance been caused by any electrical default, but have been attributable 
to violence. Not only have breakages been caused by anchorage, and 
damage been done by large fish-hovoks, of which hundreds have been 
found in the cables when picked up, but absolute robberies of miles of 
cable have in more than one case occurred. The danger of anchors will 
in future not be so great, because, although the cables have necessarily 
been laid in comparatively shallow water, they have been removed from 
such places where most exposed to that danger, and are on the whole 
gradually settling down in the mud and sand, and are thus now less 
exposed, The robberies will, it is hoped,.also be prevented in future, 
The company had much difficulty in tracing the guilty parties, as in 
some cases the authorities themselves were implicated in the robberies ; 
but finally a number of the thieves have been caught, their junks 
have been confiscated, and their punishment has been so severe that 
it is hoped that others will be deterred from interfering with the com- 
pany’s property for the future. The company’s repairing steamer, the 
Hf. C. Orsted, is now on the station, and will always be able quickly to 
repair any future breakages. With reference to these breakages, it 
should be borne in mind, that if comparatively frequent, they are, 
owing to the shallow water in which the cables are laid, always very 
quickly repaired as compared with breakages of cables in deep sea, such 
as have latterly occurred between Europe and America. A joint purse 
agreement has been entered into with the China Submarine Telegraph 
Company, Limited. The effect of this agreement will be, that after the 
1st July, when it comes into operation, the gross receipts for the 
European and American traffic to and from China of the two com- 
panies will be equally divided between them. The advantages of the 
agreement to this company is, that the tariff will be raised to €6 per 
message, and that the company is insured against loss of traffic when 
interruptions on its lines occur. . The Japan traffic has been kept out of 
the joint purse agreement, and may fairly be expected to revert in its 
entirety to this company. ‘ 

The chairman further remarked that the “Globe” future appeared 
latterly to have occupied the minds of some of the shareholders. There 
was no doubt that the principle which formed the basis of that great 

oroject was sound and correct ; in fact it was the same principle which 
had guided this company, viz., that uf consolidation and self-insurance, 
and which formed the strength of the company ; but while he thus 
fully approved of the idea conceived by Mr. Cyrus W. Field, and 
which he hoped to see fully realised, he would remind the shareholders 
that, considering that they had been able to divide five per cent. for the 
past year under extraordinarily unfavourable circumstances, and upon 
a capital which had been increased on the occasion of its recent amalga- 
mation, and considering that the company had not only now an abso- 
lute monopoly of its European traffic, but had a good position in China, 
and particularly in Japan, where the Government did not appear inclined 
to grant other concessions than those granted to the company, he did 
not think that there was any occasion for unduly pressing the question 
of being merged into the “ Globe.” The matter required patient and 
careful consideration, and when the proper time came ~.°4 the direc- 
tors had in the meantime had an opportunity of dir. _, ascertaining 
what the relations of other companies were in the “ Glube" scheme, 
what its organisation really was, and what terms might be fairly ex- 
pected from it, he hoped (if the latter were acceptable) to come before 
them with proposals in the desired direction. Finally, the chairman 
informed the shareholders that in order to complete the extensions

already referred to, the directors intended to dispose of the 25,000 ; 


shares, the issue of which had already been authorised at a previous 
meeting, and that they intended to offer these shares to the present 
shareholders in proportion to their respective holdings. The directors 
had taken no fees for the past year. 

The balance-sheet was unanimously adopted. Admiral Bille and Mr. 
Berner were re-elected auditors of the company. The chairman re- 
gretted that Count Sponneck and Mr. Levy had resigned their posts as 
directors of the company ; he thanked them warmly for the interest 
they had invariably taken in the affairs of the company, and at his 
suggestion it was resolved that the two vacancies should not be filled up 
at present. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 


The Board of Trade Returns for April have been issued. The 
volume of our trade with, foreign countries shows no falling off ; 
on the contrary, as will be seen below, it has continued to expand 
in fair proportions. The vaule of the Exports of British and 
Trish Produce Manufactures is thus returned :—

Thus, dealing with values only, the exports in April exceeded 
those of April, 1872, by 14 per cent., and those of April, 1871, 
by 264 per cent. The ratio of increase, however, is lessening. 
Turning to the guantities, however, there is a falling off of be- 
tween 36,000 and 40,000 tons in the iron and steel exports, and 
of 56,000 tons in coals and other fuel. Comparing these reduc- 
tions with the advance in values, very striking results are ob- 
tainable. It is also apparent that other industries are suffering 
from the advance in the first cost of these necessaries.

cent. The increase, as compared with 1872, has been due—

£300,000 to bacon, £100,000 to tobacco, £200,000 to timber, an 
£200,000 to unenumerated articles, less £100,000 the falling off 
in tea. -
